OPPOSITION LEADER DISCUSSES RELATIONSHIP WITH QADHDHAFI 
Brussels LA LIBRE BELGIQUE in French 14 Oct 81 p 5 


[Interview with Ange Patasse, former prime minister, by J. K.; in Belgium, date 
not given] 


[Text] Ange Patasse, former prime minister of the Central African 
Republic under Bokasga, then exiled in Paris before the fall of the 
emperor, is one of the major political leaders of his country and a 
candidate for president. He came to Belgium to help establish rela- 
tions between the two countries and to lay the foundations for in- 
proved cooperation. His country is now governed by military men 
who ousted President Dacko a few months ago. The military regime 

is a provisional one and is to make way for civilians as soon as 
possible. When will that be? 


[Answer] For us, that must be as soon as possible. We are discussing the matter 
with General Kolingba. We propose that the presidential elections take place at 
the end of December. 


[Question] It has been said that you were Qadhdhati's man. 

[Answer] That is not true. If I asked for asylum in Tripoli after the fall of 
Bokassa, it was in order to escape the pursuit of Giscard d'Estaing, who wanted to 
put Dacko in office and who feared that the people might follow me in my opposition. 
Giscard did not like me because under Bokassa, I often opposed projects that served 
the economic interests of France or those of the presidential family. 


[Question] It was the French military that put Dacko in office. They are still 
there is large numbers (1,200). What do you think of that presence? 


[Answer] It is not normal. I condemn the Barracuda operation, but for the time 
being, the French contingent can remain insofar as it protects us from an invasion 
by a neighboring country. 

[Question] What country? 


[Answer] Zaire. Mobutu dreams of conquering the Central African Republic. 


[Question] Perhaps because he fears that Qadhdhafi will intervene? 








[Answer] No, because he himself nourishes dreams of conquest. 
[Question] Must you beware of Qadhdhafi? Does his presence in Chad worry you? 


[Answer] Libya is an African country; you cannot reject it. As for Chad, it is 
a matter between the government in Ndjamena and that in Tripoli. I have nothing 
to do with it. 


[Question] Qadhdhafi is criticized for wanting to destabilize Africa. He inter- 
vened in Uganda in an adventurous operation. 


[Answer] The press tells all of that, but I do not know about it. In Uganda, I 
know that Amin Dada called him for help. It was not an invasion. Nor was it in 
Chad. 


[Question] What do you expect from France now that Mitterrand is in the Elysee? 


[Answer] I support the "new France." I hope that cooperation with Paris will 
develop and I even hope that there will be privileged relations between our two 
countries, on the condition that our independence is strictly respected. I believe 
that the "new France" will play an arbiter's role between the great powers. It will 
appear as the defender of the Third World and human rights. When Mitterrand was 
elected, the entire Central African population danced with joy because it considered 
that Giscard's defeat was also the defeat of Dacko, whom he had imposed on the peo- 
ple. Now that Dacko has been forced to resign, the people wait for a return to 
democracy and elections. 


The army took power in concertation with us and its mission will be short-lived. 
We want all progressive and nationalist parties to come together for elections, 
which should lead to a government of national reconciliation. At any rate, there 
can be no question of the military remaining in power. I trust this army, which 
refused to fire on the crowds after the rigged elections that placed Dacko in the 
president's office and which did not execute the order given to it to arrest me. 
I know very well that some bad advisers are suggesting to the military to set up 
an undemocratic regime, but they will not be heeded. Moreover, the people would 
not accept such a thing.

FORMER FOREIGN MINISTER ARRESTED-—Moroni, 8 Nov (AFP)--The former Comoran minister 
of foreign affairs during Ali Soilih's regime, Mouzaqir Abdallah, was arrested 

in Moroni yesterday after being accused of attacking national security. Mouzaior 
Abdallah was arrested on his arrival in Moroni from France. According to Comoran 
authorities, Mr Mouzaoir clandestinely left the country last August on a plane 
procured for him by foreigners. The authorities aiso accuse him of engaging in 
subversive activities and attempting to plan a coup against the regime during his 
Stay abroad, with the help of Yves Lebret, a former French colonist and Ali 
Soilih's roving ambassador. During this period, messages were sent by Mr Mouzaoir 
to many personalities to attempt to create a climate of insecurity in the country,

OFFICIAL DISCUSSES SPANISH, SOVIET RELATIONS 
Libreville L'UNION in French 13, 14 Oct 81 


{Report on interview with Capt Felix Ondo Mba Nchama, commissioner of state for 
interior, by Obame Emane; date and place not given]

[Text] In an exclusive interview granted to the newspaper L'UNION before President 
Mbazogo made public the announcement of a constitutional referendum in Equatorial 
Guinea for 1982, Commissioner of State for Interior Ondo Mba Nchama talked of the 
political, economic and social situation prevailing in his country and of the new 
foreign policy of Equatorial Guinea. 


The commissioner first of all noted that the international press deals with prob- 
lems of Equatorial Guinea without considering the country's daily situation. He 
then added that Equatorial Guinean authorities recently held a meeting with the 
head of a large African periodical in order to clarify matters. 


Speaking of the political situation in Equatorial Guinea, Ondo Mba Nchama said that 
following the "freedom coup" of 3 August 1979, which brought Lt Col Teodoro Obiang 
Nguema to power, the Supreme Military Council (CMS) had issued an appeal to all 
sons of the country who had "strayed" and those who had gone into exile under the 
reign of dictator Macias Nguema, asking them to return to Equatorial Guinea and 
participate in the national reconstruction task. 


"There could be no legitimate opposition when we know that the leaders of the so- 
called foreign opposition are nothing more than bad Equatorial Guinean citizens 
motivated by the will to destroy...." In other words, for the CMS, "I do not know 
of any opposition," despite the failed conspiracy of April, planned by former 
Minister Moise Mba Ada. According to the commissioner, that abortive coup was the 
only event to trouble the tranquillity of Equatorial Guineans since the overthrow 
of the "Tiger" on 3 August 1979, The failure of the April coup, Ondo Mba Nchama 
continued, was marked by the arrest of nearly 200 persons, including some 40 junior 
officers and civil servants who were finally by and large released, while the real 
authors of the plot were sentenced by the courts, some to heavy penalties, others 
to average penalties of 6 months in prison, depending on the degree of involvement. 











Opening and Tolerance 


For the commissioner of interior, the statements by Moise Mba, the brains behind 
the plot, to the effect that his departure from Equatorial Guinea was brought about 
by his refusal to yield 30 percent of the capital of his import-export company to 
the son of the chief of state, are to._ally false. For Ondo Mba Nchama, Moise Mba 
is nothing but a swindler. He had already embezzled 500 million ekueles from 

the government when he was, under Macias Nguema, head of the National Solidarity 
Fund and before he fled to Spain. His return to Malabo, after the events of 

3 August 1979, was made possible only thanks to the clemency and spirit of toler- 
ance of the president of the CMS. The commissioner of interior emphasized that 
President Obiang Nguema has, since his coming to power in August 1979, opened the 
doors of Equatorial Guinea to all those who would like to work in a peaceful 
manner for the reconstruction of the country. 


This attitude, which Minister Ondo Mba Nchama labels as a "foreign policy open to 
everyone" without ideological distinction, remains dominated by the resumption of 
good—neighbor relations between Equatorial Guinea and all bordering countries, 
particularly Cameroon and Gabon.

[Text] Equatorial Guinea first of all owes its new face to Spanish aid, which is 
manifested in administrative departments and education as well as in the security 
and organization of economic and commercial structures. 


The quoting of the ekuele on the Madrid Stock Exchange, the prospecting for and 
working of mineral resources and hydrocarbons in particular, and the establishment 
of wo joint ventures: GEPSA and GEMSA [expansions unknown], are concrete steps 
on the positive side of Spain's ledger. 


In this struggle for national reconstruction, the CMS is also counting on the con- 
tribution of other countries that are friends of Equatorial Guinea, including the 
People's Republic of China, whose activities are essentially oriented toward 
telecommunications. 


Concerning Soviet-Guinea relations, now at the lowest level, Ondo Mba Nchama re- 
called that Equatorial Guinea is open to all those that would like to help the CMS 
rehabilitate the country's economy, an “after-Macias™ economy which, one must admit, 
will be difficult to restore. Cacao production (40,000 tons before independence) 

is still around 8,000 tons, although 80 percent of the plantations have returned 

to the private sector and former owners. 


For Ondo Mba Nchama, the Equatorial Guinean economy will not be restored until all 
the sons of the country still abroad return to the fold, because the country is 
suffering from a crucial shortage of upper-level personnel and skilled and qualified 
workers. It will be restored only when the people respond to the appeal made by 
Colonel Obiang Nguema for. the effective resumption of agricultural activities. 


For the time being, the Equatorial Guinean military and civilian authorities remain 
optimistic about the success of their program of action, given the evolution of the 
new foreign policy and the interest which international organizations such as the 
IMF and the EEC now have in development problems of Equatorial Guinea.

BELGIAN OFFICI/.L VISITS, SIGNS AGREEMENTS

[Excerpts] Responding to an invitation from Georges Rawiri, first vice prime min- 
ister and minister of transport and merchant marine of the Gabonese Republic, 
Robert Urbain, minister of foreign commerce of Belgium, paid an official visit to 
Gabon from 19 to 23 September 1981. 


The Belgian minister of foreign commerce was accompanied by Ambassador Andre Ver- 
bisi, director of the African Department of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Foreign 
Commerce and Cooperation, Hector George, Belgian ambassador to the Gabonese Repub- 
lic, and Victor Demeyer, adviser to the minister of foreign commerce. 


During his stay, Urban met with El Hadj Omar Bongo, president, chief of state, 
secretary general and founder of the Gabonese Democratic Party, to -zhom he trans- 
mitted a message: from King Baudouin 1, king of Belgium. 


He also had work sessions with several members of the Cabonese Government, parti- 
cularly Martin Bongo, minister of foreign affairs and cooperation; Pascal Nze, 
minister of planning, development and participation; Etienne Moussirou, minister 
of commerce, industrial development and the promotion of small and medium-size 
enterprises; Michel Anchouey, minister of agriculture, woods and forests and rural 
development; Dr Jean-Pierre Okias, minister of higher education, scientific re- 
search, the environment and the protection of nature; Isaac Nguema, minister- 
delegate to the prime minister; Athanase Nzamba, secretary of state to the first 
vice prime minister; Jean-Emile Mbot, secretary of state to the minister of higher 
education; and Pierre Mebaley, president of the Chamber of Commerce, Agriculture, 
Industry and Mines of Gabon. 


In the course of meetings held on the occasion, in an atmosphere of friendship and 
perfect understanding between the two parties which enabled them to proceed to a. 
broad exchange of views on matters of bilateral cooperation in particular, the two 
delegations, motivated by a determination to give new vigor to relations between 
the two countries, agreed: to expand areas of cooperation already existing and to 
find new ways to enrich that cooperation, paying heed to the potential of the 
country being built, which Gabon is, and to the real possibilities of the indus- 
trialized country, which Belgium is. 














The support will be concretely expressed by a very long-term Belgian government- 
to-government loan, whose terms will be established later. 


In addition, also for the purpose of intensifying and diversifying trade and pro- 
moting investments, the following agreements will soon be negotiated: a general 
economic, industrial and technological cooperation agreement, to serve as an overall 
framework for our trade and thereby provide for the establishment of a joint coop- 
eration commission; a merchant marine agreement; a cultural, scientific and techni- 
cal agreement; an agreement on the promotion and protection of investments; a fiscal 
agreement; and a commercial agreement. 


The two parties also agreed to organize a symposium of economic officials from both 
countries in Belgium. They noted with satisfaction the negotiations of an agree- 
ment between the Chamber of Commerce, Agriculture, Industry and Mines of Gabon.

[Excerpts] From 1l to 14 October, Prince Mohammad Al Faycal Al Saoud of Saudi 
Arabia paid a visit of friendship and work to our country. 


The visit fits into the context of the establishment of a system of effective and 
equitable cooperation within the world Islamic community, of which our country is 
an integral part. 


From beginning to end, the stay of the distinguished guest and the large delega- 
tion accompanying him was marked by the warm hospitality of the members of the 
party-government, who were anxious to express their sincere friendship and fervent 
attachment to the bonds linking Guinea with the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, bonds 
deeply rooted in history and religion and which the personal action of two great 
men, President Ahmed Sekou Toure and the late King Faisal elevated to a peak of 
exemplarity and constancy. 


This strategy, which was reaffirmed at the Third World Islamic Conference in Taef, 
found a new ground for application in Guinea through the signing in Conakry, on 

13 October, by Guineans and Saudis, of documents concerning the establishment in 
Guinea of three Islamic financial institutions: the Islamic Bank of Guinea; the 
Islamic Investment Company of Guinea; and the Islamic Solidarity Society of Guinea. 


The final event of the Guinean visit of Prince Mohammad Al Faycal Al Saoud was the 
holding of a people's meeting at the People's Palace on the afternoon of 13 October, 
during which President Ahmed Sekou Toure and his illustrious guest explained the 
ethics of the new Islamic economic system and the code of operation of the Islamic 
financial institutions set up in Guinea. In the evening, also as the People's 
Palace, the chief of state presented the Grand Cross of the National Order to his 
distinguished guest.

PW BOTHA DISCUSSES ASPECTS OF NAMIBIAN INITIATIVE

[Text] Windhoek--The South African Minister of Foreign Affairs, Mr Pik Botha, 
‘said yesterday there was reason to believe that the Western peace initiative on 


South West Africa would enter the second phase in due course. 


"My impression is that there is a real chance of moving to phase two," Mr Botha 
said. 


He was addressing a news conference in Windhowk «fter ending a series of meetings 
with political leaders in the territory to guage their opinion on Western 
constitutional proposals for independence, 


Mr Botha was accompanied by the Defence Minister, General Magnus Malan, and 
senior officials of the Department of Foreign Affairs. 


Consensus 

The South African delegation had encountered a considerable measure of consensus 
among the parties on the constitutional guide plan which forms the first stage 
of the five nation Western contact group's three-part plan. 

The final part comprises imple=entation of United Nations Security Council 
Resolution 435 leading to internationally supervised elections and ultimately 
to independence for SWA. 


"I do believe that a certain momentum has now started and it will be a good thing 
if this momentum is maintained," Mr Botha said. 


"There are some interesting aspects (of the Western constitutional principles) on 
which just about all parties agree, 


"All parties have a real concern with guarantees for constitutional principles." 
Analysis 


Mr Botha said the parties’ responses would be analysed to help South Africa 
determine its attitude to the latest Western initiative, 








"As soon as we have received the views of all the parties, South Africa will 
determine its attitude to the principles to see whether we can move on to phase 
two." 


Mr Botha said phase two would concentrate on some "very important elements." 
"There may be stumbling blocks. But we do not proceed from a point of view that 
there will be stumbling blocks that will make an election impossible." 


Elections 
South Africa's stance was that it should engage in negotiations and move the SWA 


issue along "so that certainty can be achieved as far as the status of SWA is 
concerned, 





"Naturally if matters beyond our control should arise, then we will deal with them 
as they arise." 


Mr Botha informed the political delegations that if the current process continued, 
the logical conclusion would be the holding of UN supervised elections, 


"I certainly implied that if we go along with this process ten the parties must 
start thinking and prepare themselves for an election." 


Asked if South Africa expected unanimity among the political parties in SWA or 
would leave some parties behind, Mr Botha said that in the final analysis "the 
South African Government must make up its mind." 

There was only one norm “and that is what is in South Africa's interest." 
Difficult 


Mr Botha said it was difficult to discuss SWA independence with the Right wing 
Herstigte Nasionale Party which rejected any form of independence for the terri- 


tory.

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"The Church also knows that it is not called upon to be co-governor of the country 
and that its offices were not established for that purpose. Its authority differs 
substantially from the authority of the Government. 


Biblical 


"We expect the church to make known the biblical demands for justice, but we do 
not expect it to stir up civil disobedience or breaches of the law or to become 
an agitator for specific political interests, or to threaten revolution and 
violence or actively promote this. 


"We ourselves say: The State should not misuse its powers. But we respectfully 
request: Do not exceed your ecclessiastical [words blurred] hand. 


"It is not Christian duty to deny the diversity of nations or to force different 
nations and cultural groups into uniformity or one common society. It is not 
Christian duty to destroy nations which originated in history under God's 
guidance, in the name of Christian unity. 


"You know very well that South Africa is not a Nazi Germany. Why do clerical 
office-bearers preach such [words blurred] victims of a type of Hitler regime? 


"As Christian Afrikaaners we have reason to ask: Why do you not allow our people 
their own freedom and self-determination while you defend the freedom of other 
nations as a sacred right. It is un-Christian to measure by different standards." 


Dr Treurnicht said his people and his political party had done more to give 
nations freedom, education, work, housing, medical treatment and to increase 
their standards of living than was acknowledged by many critics. 


There was no compelling Christian requirement that all people of all population, 
language, or cultural groups should be forced into a single society. 


Dr Treurnicht told the churches: "Do not confuse the ordinary liberal creed of 
equality with the Christian doctrine that people will be received into the 
kingdom without distinction." 


He asked how Christian it was to transport people to the Cape Peninsula in a cold, 
wet winter without ensuring work or [word blurred] simply to challenge the 
Government. 

Immorality 

He asked whether independence for homelands was labelled un-Christian simply 
because it was the positive result of a policy of separate freedoms for different 
populations within their own separate states, 


"Will those who accuse us of immorality tell us if the provision of own resi- 
dential areas for the community lives of different ethnic groups is un-Christian?" 
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The Church was not the only party able to pass judgment on mixed marriages. 
Marriages had social, religious and politico-legal implications and thus also 
concerned the State, the family circle and the national group. 


"And if certain churches did not have such an unbibilical vision and an aversion 
to nations, they would have spoken more carefully about mixed marriages. 


"If a church develops an obsession about mixed marriages and challenges the 
Government over the issue, a person can ask if the church is purely church, of if 


it is not moving beyond its power and task by wanting to take over the author- 
ities' functions in certain respects."=-Sapa

He became suspicious and ran to the nearby Cato Creek Railway Police station to 
report. The policemen came back with him and as they were approaching the 
building the bomb went off. 


At this stage it is not known what explosives were used in the bomb, which also 
ripped out chunks of the marble and concrete ledge of the building. 


The explosion was heard as far away as Umhlanga Rocks and on the Berea.

The proposals aimed at 
reversing the current 
economic crisis through 
proper handling of taxation.

(TIB) clients seminar entered 
its third dav of deliberations. 

Professor Kami Rwegasira 
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of the Institute of Finance 
Management (IFM) reacting 
to the paper presented by 
Professcr Reginald Green 
arqued that the solution to 
our current probtems was not 
tight money polwies. 

This would only stop 
growth, giving hardship to the 
small businesses generally 
serving the rural masses and 
affect «uch = strategic cor- 
porations as the Nauvnal 
Milling Corporation (NMC). 

It would escalate interest 
rates or lead to acute capital 
funds rationing, resultirig in 
declining output and rising 
bankrupticies and defaults, 
he said. 

However, the delicate mix, 
if implemented successfully 
would work towards smaller 
government deficits and thus 
release more funds to be in- 
vested in directly productive 
enterprise. 

In his paper, Professor 
Green reviewed the 
“Budgetary and Monetary 
Policies” of the country and 
coutioned that credit and 
foreign exchange could not be 
rationally allocated for 
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maximum benefit in the ab- 
sence of data collected for and 
by the enterprise and well 
worked out annual plans. 


He observed that presently 
the law requiring enterprises 
to prepare and submit such 
plans was widely ignored. “In 
many cases because en- 
terprises cannot, or cannot be 
bothered to budget for the 
coming year”. 


Professor Green also 


proposed that the Bank oi 
Tanzania should use the 
Tanzania Industrial Studies 
and Consulting Organisation 
(TISCO) as its agent to 
provide expert review and ad.- 
vice on the allocation requests 
for spares and machinery if 
possible after inspecting the 
enterprise. 


But participants argued 
that TISCO lacked 
technically competent per- 
sonnel to carry out such a 
task given the varied nature 
of plants.

In a statement, the Ministry 
of Natural Resources and 
Tourism had said the con- 
tract was not fully scrutinised 
by the TAFICO Board of 
Directors and that it was not 
approved by relevant govern- 
ment institutions. 

Nullification of the contract 
followed a report by a team 
appointed by the Ministry to 
probe . Daily News in- 
vestigative reports that the 
Government could have lost 
millions of shillings in foreign 
exchange under the un.- 
consionable agreement.

According to the sources the 
crush gramme would in- 
volve training of assistant 
technicians at the minerals 
training camp in Dodoma. 

The programme is expected 
to have an intake of 50

CIVIL works at the new 110million/- Mbeya power station are in the final 
stages and erection of generators in the thermal station to have an imstalled 
capacity of 16 megawatts has started. 


‘The Tanzania Electric Sup- 
ply Company (TANESCO) 
said in a statement in Dar es 
Salaam yesterday that one of 
the four 2.5-megawett 
machines being installed at 
the station would be com- 
missioned at the end of this 
year. 

The other machines were 
expected to be commissioned 
in April, next year. The 
station would have two other 
machines generating three 
megawatts each and would be 
completed next July, the 
statement said. 

The new power station is 
expected to activate industrial 
activity in Mbeya region 
where at least three national 
industrial projects lie idle for 
lack of power. They include 
the 620million/- cement fac- 
tory completed late last year. 

Others are the 435million/- 
Mbeya Textile Mill and the 
farm implements factory. The 
cement factory with an in- 
stalled capacity to produce 
250,000 tonnes per year would 
consume between eight and 
ten megawatts of power. 
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When fully operational, the 
plant would combine with the 
Wazo Hill and Tanga fac- 
tories to produce a total of 1.3 
million tonnes of cement sur- 
passing the estimated 
domestic consumption of one 
million tonnes annually. 

The statement said the 
power station would consume 
700,000 litres of heavy fuel 
per month on full capacity 
operation. It would be the 
main source of power in the 
region until a 220-kilovoit is 
extended from Mufindi to 
carry in hydro power from 
Kidatu. : 

The project is being han- 
dled by an Italian firm, SAE, 
which would also construct a 
sub-station in Mbeya in ad- 
dition to the 240-kilometre 
transmission line. 

. A Yugoslav firm — Energo- 


Invest — has been awarded a 
contract to construct another 
220-kilovolt transmission line . 
from Kidatu to Iringa and 
Mufindi. Siemens of West 
Germany will construct 220- 
kilovolt sub-stations at 
Kidatu, Iringa and Mufindi. 

The Kidatu-Iringa-Mfindi 
extension is scheduled for 
completion next June to feed 
power to the multi-million/- 


Southern Pulp and Paper Mill 
at Mufindi. The contracts to 
extend Kidatu power to 
Iringa and Mbeya regions 
costing a total of 440million/- 
were concluded between 
TANESCO and the three 
firms in Setember, last year. 
TANESCO has plans to 
construct two more new 
stations in Dodoma (7.5 
megawatts) and Tabora (10.5 
megawatts).

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THREE FRG PROTOCOLS PROVIDING LOANS, GRANT SIGNED

[Excerpt] Zambia will receive K13 million in loans and a grant from the Federal 
Republic of Germany for the provision of locomotives for Tazara consultancy 
studies and industrial equipment. 


This was disclosed yesterday at a ceremony at which three protocols were signed 
by Finance Minister Mr Kebby Musokotwane and West German Ambassador to Zambia Mr 
Gunter Wasserberg, in Lusaka, 


Mr Musokotwane, who said the loans would go a long way in strengthening the economy 
of the country, explained that the first loan of K6.5 million will be used for the 
purchase of seven locomotives and spare parts for Tazara. 


Another K5.2 million loan will be used to buy industrial equipment, machinery, 
spare parts and services, the minister said. 


He also disclosed that a grant of K1.3 million would be received for undertaking 
various consultancy studies. 


Mr Musokotwane explained that both loans, which will be concluded between the 
German Development Corporation and Zambia would be repayed in 30 years with a 
ten year grace period and a two percent amnual interest. 


"The present decade has witnessed significant increase in the commitment of 
development aid from the Federal Republic of Germany to Zambia. 


"The funds committed between 1980/81 in fact exceed the total of about K54,2 
million for the preceding two decades, the minister said, 


He told the German envoy that Zambia was grateful at the continued assistance 
by his country and was convinced that such co-operation would be stepped up in 
future. 


Ambassador Wasserberg told the minister that the loans and grant were a reflection 


of West German's commitment to the strengthening of Zambia and other developing 
countries’ economies so that they can be independent of the West. 
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He said the loan to Tazara was another reflection of his country's commitment to 
one of the priorities of aid in Zambia in the field of transport. 


West Germany believes that Tazara was an outstanding example of regional co-opera® 
tion by the Frontline States, who must free themselves from economic and communica - 
tion dependence on South Africa. 


Mr Wasserberg said the second commodity loan had come at a time when Zambia was 
facing difficulties and he was sure that the country would make good use of it. 


The grant, the envoy said, was equally important as it would finance studies on 
future co-operation between the two countries so that German assistance was of 
optimum use to Zambia. 


Mr Wasserberg hoped that the signing of the protocols will go a long way in 
strengthening the good bilateral relations that exist between the two countries.

A LUSAKA High Court judge Pig porter 
set free Zambia Congress of Trade Unions 
chairman Mr Frederick Chiluba because 
his detention was illegal. 


There was drama immediately Mr Justice Mannival 
Moodley of Ndola passed the ruling as Mr Chiluba’s 
supporters wildly cheered, scuffled with security of- 
ficers outside the court and later whisked him away to 


an unknown destination. 

Mr Justice Moodley had to clear the court before he awarded 
costs to Mr Chiluba after the uncontrollable supporters hailed, 
cheered and surged forward to hug their chairman. 

Mr Justice Moddley warned the people their behaviour was 
disgraceful and could not be tolerated in court. 

‘I warn you. Any such behaviour could not be excused. It is 
not consistent with the dignity of the courts. Beware you might 
face disastrous consequences."’ 

When Mr Chiluba emerged from the courtroom his wife Vera 
and a relative kissed him. 

The scuffle was between prison and paramilitary officers and 
Mr Chiluba’s supporters when the security officers tried to take 
the union leader to the Lusaka Central prison to formally free him. 


There were shouts ‘‘where do you want to take him? He is 
free’’ before one man lifted him and said ‘‘] am taking him. If you 
want kill me now"’. 

He was carried shoulder high by chanting supporters mainly 
ZCTU leaders and members who halted traffic at the High Court 
round-about. ~~ ~~ wae " 

Mr Chiluba was driven 
away in a white Peugeot 


504 leaving the security offi- 
cers helpless. One  para- 
military officer remarked: 
‘There would have been a 
riot if the application was 
dismissed. ** 

In his lengthy judgment, Mr 
Justice Moodley said Mr 
Chiluba’s detention on seven 
grounds was invalid. 


On the first ground the 
judge said the State in a 
defective affidavit filed by 
Superintendent Barnabas 
Chilila had not given a suffi- 
cient answer to Mr Chiluba's 


challenge. 
The State alleged that on 
August 11, 1980, at Atlas 


Copco where he works while 
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commenting on the crime rate 
in the country, Mr Chiluba in 
his capacity as ZCTU chair- 
man had said President Kaun- 
da would be lucky if he was not 
toppled in the next five years. 

Mr Chiluba denying the 
allegations said the words 
complained of did not in any 
way constitute a danger to 
public security and his deten- 
tion was an infringement of his 
constitutional rights to free- 
dom of expression. 

On the allegation that he 
told labour leaders at a semi- 
nar in Kabwe that since In- 

the Government 
had been running on an expe- 
rimental basis and had achiev- 
ed nothing, the court ruled that 
reading the speech Mr Chiluba 
read, he could not find any 
direct reference to the words 
complained of. 

Mr Justice Moodley said 
there was nowhere in the 
speech any reference to the 
allegation that people could 
not have confidence in a 
Government which trots from 
one country to another begging 
for loans. 

‘He said there was no doubt 
Mr Chiluba made no effort to 
shield his opposition to the 
policy of decentralisation. 

**Nowhere in his speech does 
Mr Chiluba urge the parti- 
cipants at the seminar to incite 
the workers to go on a country- 
wide industrial unrest to force 
the Party and its Government 
to meet workers’ demands.”’ 





Mr Chiluba’s speech at 
Kabwe could only be described 
as robust, aggressive in tone, 
provocative, and to some it 
might even sound offensive, 
but if one reads the speech as a 
whole and applies an objective 
assessment, it could not be 
argued that a reasonable man 
could understand the address 
to mean what the State alleges. 

On the ground that on 
March 13, at the offices of the 
ZCTU in Nchelenge, Mr Chi-

[Text] Yugoslavia intends to invest in Zambia's agricultural industry and tourism 
in order to boost economic co-operation between the two countries. 


Head of the Zambia Department on the Yugoslav Chamber of Economy, Mr Zarko Arsic 
said in an interview here that feasibility studies into the two projects would 
start soon. 


He said besides establishing joint firms with their Zambian counterparts, 
Yugoslav firms intend to import oil producing crops like cotton seed, sunflower, 
groundnuts and soya beans from Zambia, 


"In the tourism area we want to go into hotel business and arrange charters from 
here for Yugoslavs intending to go to Zambia for summer holidays," he said. 


Mr Arsic, however, noted that while relations between Zambia and Yugoslavia were 
very good on the political side, this was not the case on the economic level. 


"Trade has been declining over the past few years because it has always been 
lopsided, While this year we imported goods worth about K54 million, Zambia only 
imported commodities worth about K5 million," he said, 


Yugoslavia imports copper and zinc from Zambia and exports finished commodities 
like machines for road construction, textile prints and other products. 


"This is unfair, While we also buy copper on cash basis, Zambian firms get 
commodities on credit from Yugoslavia. Currently Yugoslavia firms are owed 
about K5 million," Mr Arsic said, 


He said in order to avoid this imbalance in trade, the two countries should 
embark on a barter system of trade instead of cash. 


Meanwhile, regional director of Energoinvest in Yugoslavia, Mr Milasinovic 


Tomislav said in Sarajevo that the company's projects in Zambia were being 
delayed due to lack of foreign exchange. 
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He said one of the plans, which has been shelved was that of linking all Zambia's 


neighbouring countries to one electric supply in Zambia and earn the country 
foreign exchange. 


He said his company was currently owed about K15 million by Zambia because of lack 
of foreign exchange in the country.

[Text] The 100 former guerillas trained and deployed recently with the Salisbury 
municipal security unit have been a great success and are ensuring the city 
remains peaceful and clean, says the city's chief security officer, Mr Roger 
Turner. 


In an interview yesterday he said the first two courses had been completely 
integrated into the security unit and the expanding force would take on more 
duties e 


Until recently the unit, then just over 200 strong, was simply responsible for 
guarding municipal installations and property. 


But in the middle of the year the city council voted to employ about 750 ex- 
combatants, allowing the force to take a more active role. 


Security men, both uniformed and plainclothed, had been deployed in the Harare 
Musika, Warren Park and Dzivarasekwa areas, checking for by-law offences and 
helping the police by simply extending coverage, 


No member of the unit had any special power of arrest, just the normal powers of 
a citizen. "But their presence alone cuts down crime, Someone seeing a 
uniformed man around will think twice before doing anything. 


"Of course, if they saw a theft or an assault they could intervene as could any 
citizen. On the minor side we use politeness, 


"If we see someone throwing litter in the street they will walk up and ask, very 
politely, if that person could pick it up. There is no demand or anything like 
that and the system seems to work," 

Centres 

Although only three areas of the city were patrolled, more coverage would be given 


as the unit expanded, "I certainly want to cover all shopping centres and the 
city centre--places needing the most attention," said Mr Turner. 
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The improvement at the Musika had already been dramatic, The area was much 
cleaner and pirate taxis were keeping clear of the bus terminus. 


Plainclothes men at Warren Park were keeping guard on council houses recently 
handed over by the contractors and ensuring no one stole fittings. 


"We publicise the fact that we are watching the area, for we believe prevention 
is the best. It seems to work," 


Mr Turner thought it would take at least 7 and 1/2 months to train all the 
planned 750 extra men. Each intake brings in 50 recruits, all carefully 
selected, 


Qualities 


"We select very carefully indeed, straight from the camps. Most of this work is 
done by my deputy for operations, Mr Richard Chinengundu. He is a former 
combatant and so has a very good idea of the qualities of the applicants. 


The unit used similar criteria as the police, Recruits had to be at least 18, 


and have at least two years of secondary education, although more schooling was 
an advantage, 


"We are getting very good quality recruits; very reliable men," 


About half the training staff came from the ZRP but two inspectors from the unit 
were going on a police course and it was hoped this would make the municipality 
more self-reliant. 


Selection 


Recruits underwent a two-week course after selection but Mr Turner wanted to 
bring them back sometime for in-service courses, 


Already 20 of the first 100 recruits were on a special fire-fighting course to 
supplement what they learnt in training. 


"TJ want all the men in the unit to be trained in fire-fighting partly as a back- 
up to the brigade but also to deal with bush fires which the brigade, with its 
responsibility for life and property, cannot always attend." 


Training 


The expanded unit would take over many of the functions that used to be done 
voluntarily by the civil defence and all men received training in first aid. 


Mr Turner recently returned from a conference in the United States where he 
picked up many ideas on equipment, techniques and functions. "We are looking 

at the possibility of patrolling road crossings outside schools; this sort of 
thing." 

He was also negotiating for more powers for his men so they could handle small 
offences like ticketing people who had no car or bicycle licence, or who littered 
streets after being asked not to.

STOLEN PLANE RETURNED--The Air Force of Zimbabwe Cessna 337 light aircraft stolen 
in August by Senior Aircraftsman Mark Jeffreys has been released by the South 
African government and was flown back to Zimbabwe on Saturday. A spokesman for 
the Ministry of Defence said yesterday that the plane was back in service with 
the AFZ. The aircraft, also known as a Lynx, was stolen by Jeffreys from Thorn- 
hill air force base on Sunday, August 16 and flown to Messina, a few kilometres 
inside the South African border, Jeffreys asked for political asylum when he 
landed.

HONORIFIC DROPPED--Mr Ian Smith and other members of the old RF cabinet are no 
longer “Honourable" men, according to a presidential warrant gazetted yesterday. 
The warrant, signed by President Banana on October 16, restricts the number of 
people entitled to use the title "Honourable." As in the past, the President, 
all Government ministers, Supreme and High Court judges, the President of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House of Assembly are entitled to do so, But 
after leaving office only retired Presidents and judges can continue to use the 
title and then they must have served for at least three years, although not 
continuously, The 1978 regulations allowed all retired Presidents and Prime 
Ministers of Rhodesia to use the title if they had served one year and the 
President could allow judges, ministers and members of the legislature to retain 
the title if they had served at least three years, The President could allow 
former Prime Ministers of Southern Rhodesia who had served at least one year to 
use the title plus all former judges and ministers so long as they had served 
three years. A special section allowed the President to confer the title on 
someone who had served less than the required time but had "rendered exceptional 
service." tder yesterday's regulations judges can count service before inde- 
pendence as part of the three years they need to retain the title after retiring.

AUGUST TOURISM--Tourists leaving Zimbabwe in August spent more than $3.28 million 
in the country and the number arriving was the second highest this year despite 
fewer South Africans. The latest figures from the Central Statistical Office 
show tourists in August spent an average of 10.9 nights in Zimbabwe, excluding

those who stayed less than one night. A total of 38 006 entered the country, 

but 6 735 did not spend a night. Zambia is now easily the largest source of 
tourists, 16 008 coming in August but 4 953 did not stay the night. South 
Africans were the second, with 11 467 tourists coming from there, Botswana, 
Swaziland and Lesotho, Almost all stayed at least one night. People from Britain 
and Ireland were the third largest group, 2 459 tourists, but more than 480 of 
them stayed for iess than a night. Im the first eight months of this year a total 
of 183 839 tourists left the country after staying more than a night and spending 
$21,71 million. The figures indicate that last year's total of $24,2 million will 
be exceeded, Im August, 1 602 people emigrated, mostly to South Africa, and 489 
people immigrated, mainly British and Zimbabwean citizens.

East fox che export of market garden products but is finding difficulty in 
securing supplies. Director of Zimbabwe-Arab Trade Promotion Mr Ambrose 
Chikukwa said the company is unable to get supplies from most farmers as they 
already have established markets for their produce. The company is now trying 
to encourage rural farmers to sell fruit and vegetables to them as individuals 
Or on a co-operative basis. There is a possibility that the company may develop 
its own farms to grow these products and it is looking for finance to do this or 
to aake it a joint venture with other investors, both local and foreign. Mr 
Chikukwa said the Middle East market was a lucrative one with much opportunity 
for Zimbabweans as the Arab world imports most of its food. He gave an example 
of Kenya which he said was way up in its exports of fruit and vegetable products 
and where there is a parastatal body which looks into the export of these 
products, Although the company was called the Zimbabwe-Arab Promotion it does 
not mean it is restricted to the Middle East but can export local goods anywhere 
they are required. As soon as suppliers are found, shipment to the Middle East 
will begin. Mr Chikukwa said the Arabs were sceptical about Zimbabwe's ability 
to supply them with food as they believed that because of the country's isolation 
for 15 years it was run down.

Mr Mitterrand, who in May defeated incumbent Valery Giscard- 
d'Estaing in the presidential election, acknowledged that we have to start from 
scratch with Zimbabwe.
